New York, May 9—The democratic convention 


* 9f1868 which nominsted Seymour and Blair was 


held in thiscity. Robert J, Elliott, then the only 
police justice of Louisville, Ky., was a delegate; 
and being naturally curious astothe methods of 
committing magistrates in the  metrop- 
olis, he visited the Toombs police court to ob- 
serve them. Judge Joseph Dowling was pr-siding, 
and learning that Jucge Elliott was a magistrate 
fnvited him to sit with him on the bench of the 
ittle, dark.and desolate looking court room. It 
happened to beat the hour fer hearing the police 
reports of drunken, cisorderly, fighting and va- 
grancy cases, and while he talked with Elliott, 
Judge Dowling continued the rapid dispasch of 
business for which he was notorious. When El- 
jjott returned to his friend he said in unconcealed 
gmazemen:, “He talked politics and swapped 
jokes and yet tried sixty cases inexactly one hour, 
‘Tdon't manrge that many in a month.”’ 

| was telling this incident to a lawyer from a dis- 
tant city who expressed an interest, not t0 much in 
the police justices or committing magistrates, as in 
the. sessions judges who try the vast mejority of 
those who are examined by the police justices and 
There are 
only three of these judges, two of whom sit in dif- 
ferent courtrooms at the same time—the third being 
a relief judge hearing motions in’ ‘‘chambers,’’ It 
matier of wonder to my friend 
how these judges managed to dis- 
poce of all the cases which eight police 
magistrates,a monthly grand juryand a district 
attorney and four assistants were Constantly en- 
gaged in preparing forthem, To answer briefly, it 
is accom plished something after the hasty manner 
of Joe Dowling, though I do not think the sessions 
justices are quite as cold blooded and inhuman as 
that local Jeffreys of ‘'Ring’’ days was. His of- 
fenses finally “smelled rank to heaven’’ and the 
citizens reformers of 1872 ,that he and his seven as- 
eociates, together with three other very rascally 
jucges, Barnard, McCunn, and Cardozo, were abol- 
ished atone full sweep. But without being unjus 
Recorder Smyth and Judges Cowingand Gilder- 
sleeve, of the sesslons Court, Manage to dispatch a 
great many cases in the course of the year, and, 
though they are under the scrutiny ofa large 
number of shrewd and some unscrupulous Jawyers 
who make a business of appealing their cases when 
beaten, and who are on the leokout for ‘‘excev- 
tious’ to every adverse ruling, they are very sel 
dom ‘‘reversed’’ Or ‘‘overruled’’ by the higher 
courts. In this respect,and in general character 
the present judges have madethe administration 
of our sessions court the most effective and repu- 
table we have ever bad. A few years ago with 
® recorder who was made siily by dis- 
Sipation and a city judge who was born silly pre 
sidedihis pariiculor court was in disrepute, and 
WAS summarily cleanred by~referm. 

All the jiistices of this court are judges by ecci- 
dent; Recorder Smyth py the retirement from 
mentai disability and subsequent death of Recore 
der Hackett, (a son of the old comedian); Judge~- 
Gildersieeve was elected not because a lawyer but 
because he was the captain of the first succesful 
American rifle team in England; Judge Cowing 
was a lawyer, but made a judge 
because Chester A. Arthur wanted 
to make another man alderman at 
large and compelled Cowing to unwillingly take the 
nomination for a fourteen years office of much 
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Se 


More importance and dignity than the alderman: 


ship to which he aspired. And yet those judges of 
accident are nearly perfectly fitted in the place 
ther fill. 

Hackett was unquestionably insane for years 
while on the bench; his sentences were not cnly 
unreasonably severe but manifestly unjust; and 
many ameretyroincrime suffers still from Hac- 
kett'’s mental defect. Recorder Smyth, is quiet as 
severe in his administration as Hackett 
was, but not as unreasonable. Criminals 
havea dread of being brought before him, and the 
“shyster’’ - lawyers who practice largely in 


this court have a holy hororr of 
his curt decisions, strict rulings and rude 
Punishments. Heis cold and passionless—he has 
ho &ympathy for the eriminal at the expense of the 
injured individual or offended public, He seldom 
suspends sentence and puts an offender on his 
800d behavour. The accused must be very young 
and have been very greatly tempted who secures 
this consideration at Recorder Smyth's 
hands.“ He is snappish with the 
lawyers, both of the ‘‘shyster’’ class and the assis- 
tants of the district attorney's office. He recently 
souudly lectured the district attorney for negli- 
sedce in preparing cases to be tried before him, 
althouge the district attorney, John McKeene, was 
his life long friend, formany years his law part- 
ner, — 

The prisover's pen in the courtrooms of the ses- 
S.ons are at Opposite sides from the benches of the 
presiding judges, and when a prisoner is calied 
from one of these pensto take his place at the bar 


for trial he has to pass through an ais!e on either’ 


side of which isthe audience, and traverses the 
whole length of the room to reach the dock. Im 

mediately in the centerof each court room are the 
pkylights which supply both light and ventilation; 
aud these are regulated by small ropes pending 
from them and gathered in a large loop abouta 
man’s reach above the floorand directly above 
the aisle through which the prisoner is marched. 
Ashe comes from the pen or prison the first objects 
which catches the prisoner's eye are the hang- 
men’s nooses in these pendant ropes. Imagine 
the feelings of a wretch if he happens to be guilty. 
The next object which the prisoner 
encounters is the eye of the 
jndge. The experienced criminal or the culprit 
who has been warned by his counsel, prefers to see 
the nooses rather than to meet the cold, calm and 
searching look of Recorder Smyth. The frozen 
dignity he wears is maisly assumed, It is not 
natural, and sits badly on him. You cannot under- 
stand why such « pleasant face should look so im- 


judge. If he is not a little crabbed by nature, 
he has been unnaturally soured in 
Gisposition by bis present service . and 


the trickery of the lawyers in practice in this 


court is calculated to exasperate the most benign- 
ant disposition, while the revelations of crime 
brought out in the Sessions trials are sufficient to 
disgust anybody with the least humanity in his 
soul. I saw Recorder Smythe recertly bringa 
young “‘shyster’’ to summary account for an effort 
to deceive the court by one of the stale tricks of 
that branch of the legal profession. That he did 
not expel him from court and direct that 
& motion to disbar the rascal be made was the only 
ac: of his which I have ever observed which would 
lead me to think that Recorder Smythe was no‘ 
strictly a just judge. 

Judge Rufus J. Cowing wasa few years ago a 
young practicing lawyer who was suddenly afflicted 
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with a desire for office; he was immature enough 
to wish to be an alderman and foolish or afflicted 
enough with the political itch to wish to be 
re-elected. I met him one day before the nomin- 
ations were to be made and he toid me of his 
ambition to be oue ef the next aldermen at 
large. I yainiy used on him my favorite argument 
that a professional man either loses all his time 
and more than all his salaryin any minor office, or 
else unhappily comes out wiih money and without 
reputation. He was not nominated for alderman 
at large, but was named on the republican ticket 
for city judge. 1 congratulated him on this, 
because the office is onein the line of his profes- 
sion and in which he could hope to make public 
reputation. Besides the term for which he would 
be elected would be 14 years instead of one, He did 
not think he could be so elected. ‘No 
matter,’ I said, ‘it is better for you 
professionally to be defeated fora judgeship than 
to be elected anu alderman.’’ He was elected judge 
much to his surprise, and has made a most capital 
officer, establishing reputation where many of his 
predecessors won ignominy. The selection is to 
the credit of Chester A: Arthur, who was then the 
local political manager of the republican party. 
But forhim Cowing would have remained an al- 
derman ayear longer, end then have gone out of 
political life. Itis of no particular consequence 
that Arthur made bim a judge because some one 
of the machine boys wanted to be an alderman. 
He made a good judge when he made one of Cow- 
ing’ andashe demanded only one place among 
the seyen, which Cowing had to bestew after his 
election the penaity was not heavy for Cowing to 
pay. The story ofthat appointment is not a bad 
one to tel! asillustrative of Arthur’s practical no- 
tions of civil service as he has illustrated them 
since he became presideut. There was an appli- 
cant for the position of court officer under Cowing 
named Laurence Curry. Of the hundied applicanis 


for the ten ‘places which Cowing could bestow, 
Curry wes theonly ope who had the combined 
of being unknown to- Cowing, of 
having only two men to indorse his appli 
cation, and of being a confirmed democrat. 
He bsd one advantage, however; he was 
known to Artaur and his law firm 
through some faithful service he had done as 
a deputy sheriff, and Arthur had come to recog» 
nize him as oxe faithful among many faithless. 
Curry was accordingly appointed one of several 
officers, but within a year was made and still re- 
“Captain Curry of Sessions Squad”’ as 
he and his subordinate officers are called. 
He was the deputy sheriff to whom the 
credit is due of capturing Macitonald, the noted 
bank of England forger, who escaped to this coun- 
try with $100,000, all of which (excepta few thou- 
sand dollars which confederates on the detective 
fores of this city secured from Macdonald) was 
recovered and returned tothe bank through Curs 
ry’s efforts. 

Judge Gildersleeve, as I have said, was mace a 
judge by accident. He had just returned

in 1875 from England as captain of the 
victorious American rifle team when 
the political factions in this city were look- 
ing around for candidates. Tammany hall and 
its democratic rival were sharply contending at 
the moment, and Irving hall, nominating Gilder- 
sleeve ran him on his popularity asrifieman. The 
republicans supporied him and the Tammany 
candidate was beaten. Lackingin experience and 
traicved knowledge of the law, Judge Gildersleeve 
hes, notwithstanding, made a most excellent 
magistrate. This Was been less because of the 
legal soundness of his decisions than because he 
he has lent dignijyy toa bench which predecessors 
had made ridiculous and has helped bis present 
associates to :estore confidence which had been al- 
eutirely and hepelessiy lost in the adininistration 


of one of the most important thovgh not the highest 
of our courts of criminal jurisdiction. | 


The quick dispatch of business in the general 


sessions I have already alluded to. Some of the 
ins.ances of summary trial there are very interest~ 
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cursory proceedings there, The Tweed examina. 
tion in that court lasted but a few hours, though it 
took months to prepare for the old ring leader an 
indictment that would “hold water.’ Burglars 
are often disposed of for twenty years in consider- 
ably jess than twenty hours. Courtne y, the ‘a- 
mous forger, who with only a blank sheet of bank 
paperanda pen andink made a facsimile of an 
Erie bond so nearly perfect as to pass scrutiny, was 
tried in about three hours, and evidencs on which 
to indic’ him for psrjury was elicited at the same 
lime. Herecently got ten years in State’s prison on 
the two convictions, A DOurglar and 
garroter was recently tried in oy 
day and sentenced for eighteen years and 
six months; while the subs:queut trial of the 
woman who aided him, and who received the same 
harsh but just punishment, was hurried through in 
& single morning. Almost every sort of crime is 


usually sent to the higher 3ourt of oyer and termi- 
ner, in which one of the supreme court judges pre- 
sides. Numerous capital sentences are 
im posed by the judges’ of the ses- 
sious court, Clerk Sparks hae all the cuyri- 
ous cases of this court fora generation back tuck. 
ed away in his memory, and can draw them out 
much aS he does the papers and 
records in the thousand pigeon 
holes in his offics. It is said that 
he can lay bis hands on any record in the building 
at a moment’s notice; this is all the more wonder- 
ful because of the fact that the records have not 
been too faithfully indexed except in Sparks’ own 
mind. He isth® one perpetually serene spirit of 
the sessions court. Nothing ever ruffies his tem- 
per, disturbs his digestion or quickens either his 
pulse or his gait. Judges, district attorneys or 
lawyers, clerks alike, wait on his leisurely and dig- 
uificd way of doing things. Those having busines 
with him are either very much amused or fright- 
ened by his maaner, In friendly  busi- 
ness intercourse he takes you in 
hand much as you would take a cat, and 
purrsand smooths you down while he is telling 
you all you want to Learand a great deal that is 
unnecessary for youtohear. Itis curieus to ob- 
serve how he will mix up valuable information es 
to the law poinitsof acase with his interesting 
recollections of its trial, and yet leave the searcher 
forthe information unconfnsed by the reminis- 
cences. Tothecu!prit in the dock his mauner is 
the. very: oppesite. He will ask an accused man 
what he has to sty astothe indicient chirsed, 
‘euilty or not guiity,’’ or a convicted murderer 
what he hasto say, why the sentence of death 
should not be pronouncec on him with abont as 
much apparent feeling as he displays when asking 
the ordinary applicantat his desk, ‘‘what 
{do for you?’ Yet Lamtold that Judge Cowing 
never pronounces the death sentence without 
mingling a tear or two with those of Clerk Sparks.

TONE. 


The Mos’ Drematic of «i! the Fresehers Arraigrs 
the Drama and Ir Patrous—A Lurid Bil! of 
Indictment With Severe! Unanewerabie 
Counts—Three Geod Reasons— Eic, 


}ROOKLYN, May 4—Dr, Talmage preached 
to-day in the Brooklyn Tabernacle on the 
subject ‘Are the theaters improving in high 
moral tone?’ The opening hymn was 


‘Let ourlips and lives express 
The Holy Gospel we profess,”’ 


Dr, Talmage.read and expounded the stirring 
passeges which describe the wagons going to 
fetch Jacob up to the palace of Pharaoh. 

The text was Isaiah xxi. 11: “Watchman 
what of the night.’’ Following isthe ser- 
mon in full: 

As near as I can tellitis about half past 


‘four in the morning. There are signs of 


dawn all around the sky. Though the 
caverns are still dark, the mountains are be- 
ing transfigured. The sun is evidently 
coming up, although he comes very slowly. 
The world is advancing. Since the armies of 
civilization and Christianity began to march 
they have never fallen back oneinch, Here 
and there a regiment has played the coward 
and retreated butin every army there are 
men unworthy the standards they carry. 
We are to look to-day into some of the recre- 
ationsof the people. You have already 
learned that 1 have no sympathy with ecle- 
siasticalstrait-jackets or with that attempt to 
ignore all amusements and recreations as 
though they were something not fit for Chris- 
tians toenjoy. A book came out some- 
time ago discussing this subject and saying 
thatifa man returned at nightfall from 
business and felt weary ana desired some 
recreation and he should put on slippers and 
go into his garret and walk around lively 
four or five tames, thera would be wo harm 
in that, but further than that frowning upon 
all recreations and amusements. 

I think one of the ghastliest mistakes ever 
made by Christian men is the attempt to 
_ down the sportfalness of youth and 

rive out the desire of amusements and recre- 
ation from the people. So I have known 
men of such morbid state and of such twiSted 
theology that they were opposed to ball-play- 
ing snd hated puzzles and denounced 
charades and despised tableauxs, and cried: 
“Away with ali parlor amusements,’ and 
when young people full of exuberance and 
Vitality asked, “‘what shall wedo by way of 
recreation they were answered ‘‘prayer meet- 
ings!’’ I have noticed, however, that the 
people donot know how to play, donot 
know howto work.- I have noticed that the 
mightiest men inthe Church of God in all 
ages have joined in hilarities and recreations, 
Wiiliem Wilberforce tumbled hoops with 
his children, Martin Luther helped to dress 
the Christmag tree, Helen Chalmers told me 
that ber father, Thomas Chalmers, in the 
days when be wes most overworkedin the 
awiul hour of Scottish history when the free 
church was about to come out from the esa- 
tablisbed churcir, and good men wereat their 
wits end--almostevery day Thomas Caal- 
mers played kite with his children on the 
commons. 


Hutare the entertainments and recrea- 


 tebwdt the world keeping abreast with the 


grand march of the ages? Are the novels ol 
this day better than their predecessors? Is 
the dance of this day an improvement on 
other decades? Are theopera houses rencer- 
ing higher style of music? Do parlor games 
become more healthful? Have the theaters 
of our time arrived ata higher moral tone? 
lo th’s last question, I this morning give 
reply ia this series of sermons wherein I am 
answering some of the aosorbing questious 
of the day, mark you Iam not this merning 
to discuss whether the theater is right or 
wrong, Iam not making a wholesale attack 
on tragedians and. comedians. I am not 
discussing whether Henry Irving and Edwin 
Booth and McCullough and Joseph Jeflerson 
are great actors or houorable men. I[ believe 
they are. I am not discussing any of the im- 
portant questions which | have already dis- 
cussed, but | come from a new standpuint to 
this whole subject. 

I have three reasons for thinking that the 
theaters of America are not improving in 
moral tone. 

First, because of the universal testimony 
of all the leading secular newspapers of the 
United States. There is not a newspaper 
of power in this country whieli 
bas not witbin the past few years, 
both in editorial and reportorial columas 
deprecated the styles of play most frequent 
in American theaters - It is against the in- 
terests of the newspapers to severely criticize 
the playhouses because a vast amount of ad- 
verlising patronage comes from them. Iam 
told that the »apersreceive more from that 
source than any other source—mapy thou- 
sands of dollars a year. Woben therefore the 
secular newspapers, contrary to their finan- 
cial ioterests, denounce the theaters for 
frivolous and unclean spectacular their evi- 
dence is to me conclusive. Irol! up on the 
negative sice of this question all the respect- 
abie printing presses of the continent. 

A second reason for thinking that the 
theaters of America are not improving in 
moral tone, I find in the show windows and 
on the builetin boards and board fences from 
ocean to ocean. I suppose that these are 
honest pictures and representations of wha 
actually ocenrs night by night in such 
places, Are these the scenes to which fathers 
and mothers take their daughters and young 
men their affianced? Would you aliow in 
your parlor*such brazen indecency as in 
macy ofthe theatersof the United States 
must be dramatized if the board fences and 
the show windows are nota libel? If there 
pictures are genuine their work is damnable. 
W bat is wrong in the parlor is wrong on the 
stage. It ought to take justas muacn com- 
piteteness of apparel to be honorable in one 
place as to be honorablein another. I de- 
clare if you fathersand mothers who take 
your children to see such Sodomic lack of 
robe afterward live to see your families 
ploughed up with libertinism and profligacy, 
you will get whatyou deserve. As though 
asurplusof sanctity had been gained by 
lenten service throughout the United Srates, 
right after Easter, nortb,south, east and west, 
the streets of America become picture galiler- 
ies that rival the museums of Pompeii which 
are kept under Jock and key. Where are the 
mayors of the citiesand the judges of the 
courts and the police that such things are 
permitted. Judging from their depraved 
advertisements that blotch up our cities to- 
day. I conc'ude that many of the theaters 
are noton their way to millennial exce)i- 
ence. 

Another reason for thinking that tne thea- 
ters of America are not ioiproving in moral 
tone is that the foreign importation of bad 
morals during the past few years been so im. 
mensely popular. France sent to this ¢oun- 
try her queen of the stage, one whose in- 
famy was notashame, buta boast. A more 
popular actress orone more dissolute never 
never eppeared in America. England also 
sent to us delectable specimens of ineffible 
sweetness commended by a prince not as 
good as hismother. From some of the noto- 
rious foreign importations of our American 
stage, I conclude that if many of our thea- 
ters are advancing in hight moral tone the 
advance is imperceptible. 

Another reason fof thinking that 
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are very popular lestI advertise that which 
I condemn and beside that their very names 
are too suggestive of perfidy. 

IfI mention any of these objectionable 
i it must be those that are a little past, 

ut will come back again no doubt to de- 
bauch the public taste when its appetite de- 
mands a change of carrion. Take the manu- 
s*ripts of the plays for the last fifteen years 
and admitting that one-tenth ofthem are 
free from objections, the other nine-tenths 
are unfit to be witnessed by the families of 
America. Subtract from these nine-tenths of 
improper plays the libertinism and the do- 
mestic intrigue and the inuendoes and the 
vulgarities and marital scoundrelism and 
you would leave them poweriess in the dra- 
matic market, Put the printed plays of the 
last ten years beside the printed plays of 
McReady’s time, or those of the elder Booth, 
and you will find a positive decadence. I 
have not seen these latter day plays enacted 
but from authentic witnesses and from analy- 
sis by eminent critics, among whom is Dr. 
Buckley. of New York, who has carefully 
examined the manuscripts of many of the 
most popular plays I have come toa clear end 
decisive jadgment. You who went to see ‘‘East 
Lynne” and took your families with you 
nowin your cooler moments read that play 
with its fe'id and malodorous chapters 
which chase the dishonest wife from ini- 
quity to iniquity and ask if that isan im- 
provement on the former drama. You might 
as well go and sit down in a bar room witha 
bevy of village loafers and expect to get 
moral elevation from them as from the pqpu- 
lar play, “Ticket-of Leave Man,’’ with Sits 
pictures of villainy and low slang. “A New 
Way to Pay Old Debts’’ isa practical eulogy 
on deception ifit be practiced upon the baa, 
and tae men andthe women Who go into a 
theater and see “Sir Giles,’’ come away not 
sO pure as when they went. ‘She Stoops to 
Cunquer’’ is as full of moral malaria as Roman 
campagna of typhas fever on an August 
night. Writ: O.iver Goldsmith name at the 
top of it and atthe bottom of itandat the 
close of each actand you cannot cover the 
profane and salacious. The ‘School for 
Scandal” is rotten clear through with lasciv- 
iousness and if aman should go into your 
bouse and take that play from under his 
arm and read certain paseages to your 
family the bones in his body which were not 
broken would not be worth speaking of. 

But who would bave the heart even to 
mention the ‘‘Don Cesars,’’ the **Barmaids’’ 
and the ‘‘Peg Woflingtons”’ and“‘Lady Gay 
Spankers’’ and the ‘‘Court!ys’ and tne pol 
trooas and the scapegraces and the people 
minus all exceilencies plus all abominations 
that gather men, women, boysand girls by 
‘tens of thousands, night by night into the 
lazarette of the average American theater. 
An average of a thousand boys of this city 
every night breathe this pestilence. Hear it, 
parents who let your boys stay out ‘till 1! 
o'clock without finding where they have 
been! Hear it, philanthropist who want the 
coming generations to be betier than this. 
Once ina while a great tragedian renders 
King Lear or Hamlet er Merchant of Venice 
in the presence of entranced audiences, but 
that style of play is in as email proportion to 
the imbecile and depraved plays of America 
as the few drops of good blood are to the bad 
blood in a man who passed out of yellow 
fever into Asiatic cholera and is now winding 
up with first-class smallpox. From the 
style of theatrical plays which have been in 
majority for the last ten yeerz, 1 conclude 
tuat the American theater is not improving 
in highwnoral tone 

Now I demand that there bea conspiracy 
to rescue the drama from its vile surround- 
ings. Let all reformersand philanthropis's 
and Christians attempt this disenthraliment. 
rhe drama is not the theater, @he theater 
is of human creation, Thedramais the iit- 
erary expression of a feeling which God puc 
in the human soul. Some people speak of 
the drama az though it were something 
built up outside of ourselves by the 
Congreves and the Goldsmiths and the Shak- 
speares and the Sheridans of literature, and 
that then we atiune our tastes to correspond 
with human inventions, Not at ail, The 
drama is an echo from something divine 
emplanted in our immortal souls. It is seen 
first in the domestic circle among the chil- 
dren three or four years of age -playing with 
their dolls and their cradies and their carts— 
seen ten years after in the playhouses of 
wood—ten years afterin the parlor charades 
—after that in the elaborate impersonations 
inthe acadamies of music. Thespis and 
Aischylus and Sopbocies and  LEKuripides 
merely dramatized what was in the Greek 
heart. Terence and Pliautus and Seneca 
merely dramatized what was in the Roman 
heart Congreve and Farqahar merely dra- 
matized what was in the English heart. 
Racine, Corneille and A'fiere only drama- 
tized what was inthe French and Italian 
heart. Shakspeare only dramatized what 
was in tne great world’s heart. The dithy~ 
rambic ana classic drama, the sentimental 
drama, the romantic drama were merely 
echoes of the human soul. 

I do not speak of the drama on the poetic 
shel! nor of the dramain the pisyhouse; but 
[ speak of the dramatic element in your sou! 
and mine. Wemake men responsible for 
it. Toey are not responsible. They are re 
sponsible fur the perversion of it but not for 
tne original implantation. God did that 
work and I suppose He knew what He was 
uvout woen He made us. We are nearly all 
moved by the spectacular. When on thanoks- 
giving day we assemble, and the church is 
decorated with the cotton, and the rice, and 
the apples, and the wheat, and the rye, and 
the oats, oar gratitude to God is stirred. 
Every parent likes to go to the school exhi- 
birion with its recitations, and its 
dialoues, and its droli costumes 
Tue torchlight procession of the political 
campaign is merly a dramatizition of the 
principles involved. No intellgent man can 
jook in any secular or religious direction 
without finding this dramatic element re- 
vealing, unrolling demons-rative itself. 
W hat shall we do with it? 

Shall we suppress it? You can as easi'y 
suppress the Creator. You may direct it, 
you may educate it, you may purify it, you 
may harness it te multipotent usefulness aad 
that itis your duty to do. Just as we cul- 
ture the taste for the beautiful and the sub- 
lime by bird-haunted glen and roysteriog 
stream and cataracts let down in uproar. over 
the mossed rocks, and the day lifting its ban- 
ners of victory inthe east and then setting 
everything on fire as it retreats throngh the 
gates of the west, an Austerlitzand Waterloo 
ofan August thunder storm blazing their 
batteries into a saltry afternoon, and the 
round glittering tear of this world wet on the 
cheeks of the nightasinthbis way we cul- 
ture our taste for the beautiful and sublime, 
so in every lawful way we are to culture the 
dramatic element in our nature by every 
staccato passage in literaiure, by antithesis 
and synthesis, by every tragic passege in ha- 
man life. 

The plainest man hasin his p/ainest 
something histrionic. This dramatic ele 
mentin all our natures,or nearly all our 
natures, is exceptionally strong or weak in 
some, jast as there may be a million men 
who admire poetry where there is only 
one poet, one Tennyson to every land, or 
one Longfellow to America. Just as there 
may be a million people who admire music 
where thére was only one Ole Bull. te Nor- 
way and one Wagner to America.

tree, the vine, the olive tree, the bramble— 
they all make speeches. Then at the close 
of the scene there is a coronation and the 
bramble is proclaimed king. Thatis a po- 
litical drama. Here itis in the Book of 
Job: enter Eliphaz, Bildad, Zophar, Elibu 
and Job. The opening act of the drama 
all darkness; the closing act of the drama 
all sunshine. Magnificent drama is the 
Book ef Job. Here itisin Solomon’s song, 
The region, an oriental regien—vineya 
pomegranates, mountain of myrrh, flock 
sheep, garden of spices, a wooing, a bride, a 
bridegroom, dialogue after dialogue, intense, 
gorgeous, all-suggesiive drama is the Book 
of Solomon’s Song. Here it isin the Book of 
Luke: costly mansion in the night. All! the 
windows bright with the illumination. The 
floor aquake with the dance, Returned son 
in costly garments which donot very well 
fit him, perhaps, for they were not made for 
him, bat he mustswiftiy leave off his old 
garb and prepare for this extemporized levee, 
Pouling son at the back door, too mad to go 
in because they are making such a fuss. 
Tears of sympathy running down the old 
man’s cheek at the stury of his son's wan- 
dering, and suffering tears of joy at hig re 
turn. Hear Murdock recite the prodigal 
son in one of his readings and you wil! not 
know whether tosob or shout. Revivals of 
religion have started just under the reading 
of that soul-revolutionizing drama of the 
Prodigal Son. Here itis in the Book of 
Revelation: crystaline sea, pearline gate, 
opaline river, amethystine capstone, show~« 
ering coronets, one vial poured out incar- 
nading the waters; cavalrymen of heaven 


galloping on white horses; nations in dox- 


vlogy, hallelajahs to the right of them, hal- 
lelujahs tothe leftof them, As the Bible 


opens with the drama of the first paradise so 


it closes with the drama of the second para- 


dise. 


Mind you, when Isay drama | donot mean 
myth or fable, for my theology js of the old. 


est type—500 yearsold, thousands of years 
old, as old as the Bible. 


When! speak of 
thedrama atthe beginning or close of the 
bible, I do not mean an allegory but | mean 
the truth so stated thatin grouping and in 
stamling effect itis a God given, world-re- 
sounding, heaven echoing drama, Now, if 
God implanted this dramatic element in our 
natures, and if He has cultured and develop- 
ed it in the scriptures, | demand that you re- 
cognize it. Because the drama has again 
and again been employed for destructive 
purposes is nothing against the drama, any 
more than music ought to be accursed be- 
cause it has been taken again and again into 
the saturnalian wassa@ils of 4,000 years, Will 
you refuse to epnthroue music on tne church 
organ because the art has been trampled 
again and again underthe feet of the lascivi- 
ous dance? Itis nothing against painting 


and sculpture thatin Corinth and Hercula- . 


neum they were demonstrative of val- 
garity and turpitude. The pollution of 
painting shall throw no discredit on Power's 
“Greek Slave,”’ or Church's ‘Heart of the 
Andes,”’ or Ruben'’s “Descent from the 
cross,’’ or Angelo’s ‘Lest Judgment,”’ The 
very fact that again and again the drama 
hes been dragged though the sewers of in- 
iquily is the reason why we should snatch 
i, up and stsrt it out ona grand anda holy 
and a magnificent mission. 

The dramatic element may be forced into 
the service of our holy religion. You. Sab- 
bath school teachers ought te have more of 
the element in your instructions. By graph- 
ie serpiure sceae, by anecdote, by descrip- 
tive gesture, by impersonation urge your 
classes to right action, You had in your 
international series of lesions the story of 
Mary in Bethlehera. Those teachers who 
most graphical'y presented that gospel hero- 
ine got the firmest grip upon the a tention 
of their listepers. We want in all our 
schoo!s, and colleges, and prayer meetings, 
and in all our atilempts at reform, and in 
all our church«s to have less of the atyle 
didactic and more of the style dramatic, 

Fifty essays about the sorrow of the poor 
could not effect me a» a little drama of acci- 
dent and suffering 1 saw one slippery morn- 
ing in the streets of Philadelphia. Just 
ahead of me was a lad, wretched in apparel, 
bis limb amputated at the Knee; from the 
pallor of the boy’s cheek the amputation had 
been not long before. He hada package of 
broken food under bis arm—food he had 
begged I suppose at the doors, As he passed 
on over theslippery pavement cautiousiy and 
carefully I steadied him until bis crutch 
slipped and he feli. I helped him up as well 
as I could, gathered fragments as 
well as I could, put them under 
one arm and the _ crutch under 
the other arm; but when I saw the blood 
run down his pale cheek | burst into tears, 
Fifty essays about the sufferings of the poor 
could not touch one like that little drama 
of accident and suffering. 

Oh, we wantin our different departments 
of usefutness—and I address hundreds of peo- 
ple who are trying to do good—we want 
more of the dramatic element and less of the 
didactic. The tendency in this day is to 
drone religion, to whine religion,to cant re- 
legion, to moan religion, to croak religion, to 
sepulchrize religion when we ought to pre- 
sent it in animated and spectacular man~ 
ner. 

Sabbath morning by Sabbath morning I ad- 
dressed many theological students who are 
preparing for the ministry. They come in 
in bere from the different institutions. I 
say tothem this morning: if you will go 
home and look over the history of the church 
you will find that those men have brought 
most souls to Christ who have been dramatic, 
towland Hill, dramatic; Thomas Chalmers, 
dramatic; Whitefield, dramatic; Bourda- 
lone, dramatic; Fenelon, dramatic; Dr. 
Knott, dramatic. When you get into the 
ministry if you attempt to culture that ele- 
ment andtry to wieldit for God you will 
meet with mighty rebuff and caricature and 
eccieiastical counsel will take your case in 
charge and they will try to put you down; 
but the God who starts you will help you 
through and great will be the eternal re- 
wards for the assiduous and the plucky. 

What we want, ministers and laymen is 
to get our sermons and our exhortations and 
our prayerscutoftheoldrut. lsee a great 
dealof discussion in the religious pees 
ahout why people do not come to church, 
They do not come because they are not in- 
terested. The old hackneyed, religious 
praises will never arrest the masses hat 
we want to day is to freshen ip. Wewant to 
drive out the drowsy, and the prosaic, and 
the tedious, andthe humdrum, and introe- 
duce the brightness, and the vivacity, and 
the fire of religious zeal, and [ do not know 
of any way of doing it as well as through the 
dramatic. 

As to the drama of your life and mine it 
will soon end. There will be no encore to 
bring us back after the curtain has dropped. 
Atthe beginning of that drama of life stood 
a cradle, at the end of it will standa grave. 
The first act, welcome. The last act fare- 
well. Theintermediate acts, banquet and 
battle, procession, bridal and funeral, songs 
and tears, laughter and groans. It was not 
original with Bhakeneats when hessid “All 
the world’s a stage and all the men and wo- 
men merely players” He got it from St, 
Paul, who fifteen centuries before that had 
written: ‘We are made a spectacle unto the 
world, and toangelsand to men.” A 
tacle in a coliseum figh with wild beasts 
in an smphitheater, the galleries full, look-

Armstrong, of Richmond, 
rector of the church of which Judge Marshall was 
an attendant; Senators Sherman, Voorhees and 
Hoar, and Representative Singleton, of the joint 
committee on the library, and Librarian 
Spofford. Immediately in front was seated 
the president of the senate and the speaker 
of the house of representatives. To their left sat 
the members of the cabinet and in the first ehairs 
behind were occupied by the associate justices of 
the supreme courtin their judicial r The 
members of thetwo houses of congress, ladies and 
distinguished people from a distance filled the 
remaining space. The latest arrivale were mem 
bers of the Marshall family, about eighty. The 
simularity in features. especially of the elder 
grandcbidren of Chief Justice Marshall. who 
were present, to the face of the chief justice when 
unveiied, was widely remarked. The marine 
band was in attendance. Prayer 
was offered by Dr. Armstrong. He invoked a 
blessing upon the national government in all its 
deparimenis. After the rendering of a mosaic 
from Lobengrin, by the band, Chief 
Justice Waite delivered his address.

The success of ihe New Orleans exposition 
is now assured. The house bya vote of 152 
to 87 hae passed the billtoloan the exposi- 
tion $1,000,000 as soon as evidence is furnishs 
ed that $500,000 has been contributed by other 
parties, The senate is known to be friendly to 
the bill, and so is the president, and it will 
doubtiees be a law during the present week. 
The chief difficulty all along has been to get 
the bill before the house, but this was ac- 
complished on Friday after a struggle of two 
hours with a special order. 

The loan of $1,000,000 by the United States, 
not only insures the completion of fine 
buildings and the adoption of a broad sched- 
ule, but it invests the exposition with inter 
national glories. The fair will now be given 
in the name of the United States, and our 
ministers and consuls will become its agents 
and advocates. Twenty nations have al- 
ready © expressed an intention of 
being represented, and the 
chances are altogether favorable 
for a show equal in most respects and in 
some respecis superior to the Philadelphia 
exhibition. The president has already de- 
cided to send to it a magnificent government 
exhibit, and scarcely any eity in the land 
will be umrepresented. 

The scope and magnitude of the coming 
exposition should spur Atlanta to do her 
best. Millions of people will visit it, and we 
cannot afford to let them go away with no 
recollections of Atlanta’s industries in their 
minds. The mineral resources of Georgia, 
the extent of her water powers, the achieve- 
mentsof her cities, and the variety of her 
agricultural products should be held up be- 
fore them until the claims of the empire state 
of the south are known and recognized.

“Sketches from the early history of Athens 
Georgia, 1801-1825, by Dr. Henry Hull, edited by 
A. L. Hall,” is the title ofa handsome pamphlet 
recently ussued The seventy-eight years of Dr. 
Hull's residence in Athens, his prominence as one 
of her historical characters, and his intimate ac- 
quaintance with the people pre-eminently quali 
fied him for the task of writing the annals of this 
picturesque Georgia city. The first part of tie 
pamphiet is mainly devoted to the early days of 
the State University, and very interesting reading 
it is. Describing a college commencement in 
1906, the writer BAYS; “The hearty, 
rosy cheeked country girls, in their home- 
spun and calico dresses, looked without a shade of 
envy on the pale and languid faces of the ladies 
from the miasmatic districts, dressed in their fash 
fonably madetilas and satins, and regarded them 
rather with commiseration, as a people who could 
not milk a cow orcooka dinner to save them from 
Starvation, As to the men with kid gloves and 
silk stockings, they created the same €motions as a 
show of wax figures—they were “brightly fancy 
but no use.”’

from a family letter recently received by 


Charles M. Howe of thiscity, from his daugh- 


ter, Mrs. Grace L. Roberts, missionary at Ka! 
gan, North China: 

KatGan, December 19, 1883. * * * 
Last week we attended a Mohsm 
medan-Chinese wedding,the first ever attend- 
ed by foreigners,I think. Miss Garretson 


noved at the length of the chase, as I wished 
to keep my horses fresh for the elephants, 


and being indifferent whether I got the rhi- 
noceros or not, as Il observed that his horn 
was completely worn down with age and the 
violence of his disposition, I determined to 
bring matters to a crisis; 80, spurring my 
horse, | dashed ahead, and rode right in his 
ath. Upon this the hideous monster instant- 
f charged me in the most resolute manner, 
biowing loudly through his nostrils; and, 
although I quickly wheeled about to my left, 
he followed me at such a furious pace for 
several hundred yards, with his horrid horny 
snout within a few yards of my horse’s tail, 
that my little bushman, who was looking on 
in great alarm, though bis master’s destruc 
tion inevitable. It was certainly a very near 
thing; my horse was extremely afraid, and 
exerted his utmost energies on the occasion. 
The rhinoceros, however, wheeled about, and 
continued his former course, and I, being 
erfectly satisfied with the interview which I 
had already enjoyed with him, had no desire 
to cultivate his acquaintance any further.

The 
boys sprang for the walnuts. Then he, with 
the priesis in unison, murmured a silent 

rayer(?), andrubbed the hanes down the 
body, beginning atthe head. He paid his 
respects again and disappeared. We saw very 
little of him during the day. Before this we 
had seen the marriage certificate written out 
‘in Azabic on red paper. We were again seat- 
‘ed on the k’ang, and our feast was brought 
‘in, consisting of twenty-five kinds, or courses. 
It is almost impossible for me to eat* Chinese 
food. but most of this was really very nice. 
You know the Mohammedans do not useswine 
flesh. so we had only beef and chicken for 
meats, but they were prepared in various 
ways.

them. Keep under cover and turn therm 
over occasionally, while the process is going 
on, and when completed dump out 
whole contents on the barn floor or on a piat- 
form of boards, and thoroughly work into 
the mass four times its bulk of dry bog earth 
ordry road dust; mix and pulverize com:

When dried the corn was 
shelled and taken to the mill, The meal 
was sweet and delicious, and the ‘mush’ 
from it fit feod fora queen. f 
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The first Dag ol 
corn was superior because the corn Was care 
fully selected and dried, and hence contained 
no trace of mustinessor mold. its flavor was 
necessarily sweet and nutty. Even the very 
best ears taken from the eribin years when 
corn was well ripened could in no measure 
be compared to these first fruits of the field. 

The same difference cannot prevail be 
tween early and late ground wheat becaus> 
the wheat ripens in the drying winds of mic- 
summer heat. The first ripened heacs are 
but asample of the whole lot. He asks his
